4 BLOODY FIGHT NEAL BULOWAYO, 

Cape Town, April 241,—Tolographic com- 
tounication with Buluwayo was re-opened 
for a timo to-day, ‘and then there was an- 
other bréak. While the wire was workin 
dispatches wora received from. eovera 
sources in the besieged town, The news ia 
somewhat conflicting, but tho main fact 
‘aeoms well estab'ished that a Britich sortie 
in force encountered large numbers of 
Matabeles, killed perhaps 100, ware at one 
time in danger of annihilation, and finally 
retreated, , 

The official'.version of the sortie says 
that the Brisish forca shortly after mid- 
night was quietly called to arms and with- 
out apparently alarmiog the nativa. part of 
the town, a force. of about 300 men under 
Captains Napier and Duncan, with one 
Maxim gon and with a Hotchkiss quick 
firing gun, mustered outside the barbad: 
wire defenses, were served with rum and 
saddled up fora dash at the enomy’s linos, 
Swords and ell clattering accouterments 
were dvadened with oloth, and ‘the fost of 
the borses composing the advance: guard 
wore ‘bayged’ (hoofs covered with strong 
sacking). Owing to the precautions it was 
necessary to take, there was considerable 
delay in getting off, and tho first streaks of 
gr-y on the horizon could be acen when 
the culumo arrived within striking distance 
‘f£ the enemy, The latter wore quiotly 
camped behind thoir stono-toppod earth. 
works, about four miles from Buluqnyo. 

Contrary to expectations, the Mata 
had thrown out pickets, which, althou, 
surprised by the advance guard, raised the 
slarm, This was do sooner done than the 
troopers in advance charged and shot down 
niany of tho fooing natives, This was the 
signal for the advance of the main body of 
the troopers, and’ thoy. galloped forward in 
fine etyle to the support of their comrades, 

UDnlackily for the plans of Captain Napier 
and Duncan, by this time it was getting 
quite light and the Sfatabeles had aprang to 
arma all along. the line, Aa the British ad- 
yauoed they were received by a eoattoring 
title fire from behind the earthworks, but 
the advance guard charged right up to the 
mounds and sparred thair horses over them 
in aeveral places; Thon followed a set- 
back for the troopers, ‘The Matabelés 
etarged ‘in force ‘and drove the advance 
ward baok, and being met by the main 
body of the Buluwayo force, fire was opesed 
at about 4.0 yards on the Matabele position. 
This was kept up until broad daylight, when 
the advance was ordered in view of the faot 
that too much ammunition was being wasted. 

Up to this time the loay on either side had 
not beso heavy, althongh tho Mataboles had 
Hd far the worat of it, especially whoa the 
Maxia and Hotobkisa guns wore brought 
into play to cover tha ratreat of the advance 
guard, Just previone to the advance on-the 
Matabelo position’ tho two rapid-fire gaoe 
were again set to work, and for about o 
wartar of an bour they wero made to ewoo 
the Matabele position in froat of the. British

When the right moment seemed to hava

and a equad of troopers charged wilh 6 
tinging oheer threw. them iuto confusion, 
sod the British were apparently getting the 
upper hand and slowly forcing the enemy 
backward when saddesly the retreat was 
ordered aud the British retired toward 
Bulawayo, which place they reached con- 
siderably tha worse tor wear and tear, 

Mach heroism was displayed by individnel 
British troopera. sod: volunteers in rezoning 
their wornded comrades, Quo trooper ix ouid 
to hava charged alone close up to the Mate» 
bele works, to have pioked op a wotnded 
friend, dragged h{m opon his saddle and 
retreated after emptying the. magazine 
of his rifla at the enemy, Another trooper 
stood over a-fallen comrade and with the 
stock of bis. rifle beat off the natives until 
both be and his friend were resoued by a 
charge of their comrades, 

The luss of the enemy i anid to have been 
very great, No correct ostimate could be 
made, ‘the reporta place the number of 
Matabeles kitled at batween 400 and 1000. 
Ube loss of the Britiah ia not atated, but it 
ie believed to bo more sovere than the com- 
mandera at Baluwayo aro willing to admit, 

Crossing the river in the retraat, FV°C, 
Seluus had a narrow escape. His horse 
killed ia midstream and he beoame ental 
led in the stirrops. When he extrioated 
bimaelf he wan half drowced and would 
bave sunk it not been for Lieatenant Wind- 
fey, who swam hin horse out int the middle 
of the river'in the feca of the fire of the 
evemy, rescued Selogs and reached tho left 
bank without injury, 

When the British rallied and drove back 
the Mataboles thay were engeged with only

ELEMENTS OF FORCE IN WARSHIPS. 
* Lord Northbrook presided at a capeting in 
the Ropal United Servios Institution when 
“Vioe-Admiral Colomb road a paper on ‘ Ele- 
“ments of Force in Warships,’ A distin. 
guished company waa present, Admiral 
Colomb produced en elaborate act of tables 
which he had compiled so.az to include all 
the elements of furce abtsinable, He ;had 
extended and divided the elements of force 
60 a8 ta include diapladsment, weight of hull, 
weight of armor, indicated horse power wa- 
der netural and foraed draught, coal supply ; 
ooal andurance due to the diff-rent, supplies 
of oval ; the nawher of gana, dewn to and 
including three-pploders ; their total calibre, 
the total weight of the projeotilea fired in one 
discharge; the total muzzle energy developed 
in this one discharge and the total amount of 


«| powder capable of being baratin al] the com- 


mon shells fired ia one round, He considered 
they ought to adopt a mean target. Tho 
experiment of {he Yala -waa considerad: by 
many to uptiold the value of belt and turret 
armor, not of the highest class, against guus 
very high up in theoless, He beheved they 
could not say whether those Chinese sbipe 
whioh were actually sunk were sunk by 
numeroue very light projeotiles, by a amaller 
number of medium prejrotiies, or by one or 
two of the heavier fired, In wost ships, if 
not in all, considerable numbers of men must 
be in action, unprotected by even the thin- 
neat armor. In the days gone by, emang 
Eusopean rages, what gained the viotery 
and brought the colors down was the pro- 
portion of men pat hors de combat. It had 
bo euch eff-ot in the case of the Chinese at 
the baltle of Yalu. It was hard to say whe- 
ther the deatruotion of the ships anticipated 
the stuze at which 9 Europoas crew would 
have eurrendered ; but there could not bea 
doubt that if the ship was to be secured 
against destruction before that time, the men 
would be exposed to destrnotion by light 
proj-ctiles, On tho whole, therefore, it 
would seem asif they must leave the quas- 
tioa of more numerous lighter projectiles 
eersus tess nutwerous heavier projectiles as @ 
part of tho general question, ‘ Shell-charge 
was a mot important.element of foroe ; 
sometimes he was ioolined to think tho most 
important clement of fighting force; and 
the extraordinary and unexpsoted amaunt 
of conflagration at the battle of Yalu “had 
edded to bis appreciation of that partionlar 
form of foros. -If thera: was penetration, 
it wan difficult to say that a number of small 
ahelle bursting within the hall—destroying 
meu snd causing firer—has loss power in 
organising victory than tho bureting of a 
large single shell, The effeot of the burat- 
ing of the eapprsed large shell on board the 
Matsushima ot the battle of Yalu wap ren~ 
dered uncertain by the fact that it exploded 
a heap of other shells or powder-obarges 
whioh wera on thedeok. At feast one other 
12-inoh shell passed through the seme ship 
witbout material domage. In the recital 
of the Japanese damages from shell thore 
wis not much to show that the effect of 
single largo shells was especially marked as 
againet that of several smaller ones, There 
was justly, simple rapidity of fire oonsidored 
aa an element of force in its moral «feat, 
There were gond reasons for supposing that 
alow fire which can be watehed and cal- 
culated on wee not so disturbing as ehowers 
of projectiles, even though the single mis- 
site mivht be out of comparigun in destruo- 
tiva cffeeta, shonld it strike, with auy of 
the bol's onmiog in a shuwor. Tho forca 
of rapid fire, irrespective. of ite dirvot 
effect, was in making the return shoot- 
ing bad, Sappose a 6-inch gun firing 
twenty runnds in the time it took the G7-ton 


gun ti fire one round, then the 6-inob guo 
would fire 2,060 Ibe, of metal while the 
67-ton gun was firing 1250. In the twenty 
6-inoh shot there would be an accumulated 


energy of 49,t40-foot-tons againet the- 


35,2.10-foot~tons stored up in the projectile 
of the 67-ton gun, There would be 200 lha, 
of powder borst in the twanty 6-inoh shell, 
agsinat the 86 Ibs. burat in Lhe single 13 5+ 
inch shell, 
rates of fire, a single quick-firing 6-inch gan 
wes in each element wore powerfal than the 
13'6-ineh, and the only. peiot open to argu- 
ment was whether 3,000 ibs. of metel fired 
in 20 tote would ovatribute as much or more, 
towards victory than 1,260 Ibs. fired in a 
single lot; or whether 20 bs, of powder 
durat in 20 shells weuld contribute ca much, 
or more, to-viotory than 86 lbs, burst ina 
single shell.
